Pension Problem. 


Mr. Joseph Taylor, of Elston 
Ficlde,, Saffron-lane, ’ Leicester, 
hadcbeen refused a pension under 
the Widows, Orphans and 
Age Contributory Pensions’ Act. 
His case was referred to two 
referees who did not give a deci-, 
sion because a point of law arose 
for the consideration of the Court. 
Mr. J. C. "Jackson, K.C., for Mr. 
Taylor, anid the Act provided that 
an injured person was entitled to 
n pension at the age of 66 provid- 
ed he had paid 104 weekly con- 
tributions since the date’ of hia 
entry into ‘insurance. : 
Through the default of his em- 
ployer, Taylor's ‘contributions 
were not paid, ind the Ministry 
took proceedings and recovered 
73 contributions, leaving.. 31 un- 
paid. Taylor's share of the in- 
surance. contribution was five 
pence per week. : . 
Lord Hewart: Through no fhult 
of his own and because he fa 12s, 
lid. in arrear this man may ;Jose 
4 pension of ten shillings a week? 
“Mr, Jackson: Yes. : : 
Lord Hewart held that Taylor 
was-entitled to. a pension, but 
‘added that, in a case where there 
had. been wilful neglect by the 
insured person’ himself, other con- 
siderations would apply. ‘

now bein~ sent to South America 
whereas no trade worth menticné 
ingr existed there In earlier years. 


The export of pedal cycles show- 
ed an invrease of approximately 
10,000 over 1926. Indin is the 
largest customer in this branch, 
with British West Africa next and 
the Dutch East Indies third.

In presenting the Annual Report 
the Chairman atated that the pro-

membership during: the year under 
reyiew was 38,705; tho total mem- 
bership that morning.was 378,846.

spongy filler, often consisting of 
a‘lime soup, saturated \with a 
mineral ofl, which Jatter fs the 
real Jubricant.’ If tie proportion 
of filler to oil is unduly large, the 
lubricating value of the grease is 
proportionally lessened and the 
danger of the filler drying out nnd 
obstructing grease-ways ia In- 
creased. Specially compounded 
greases or solidified oils are on 
the market, in. which these objec- 
ticnsare minimized. :

OLD TYRES. © 


Where do the old tyres go? As 
well as being used in China, an 
innovation in modern footwear is 
found in Greece, Macedonia, and 
Thrace; here discarded tyre 
casings are converted. Into shoes, 
supplanting the leather “tcharik.” 
A shoe made from an ‘old tyre is 
good for 10 or 12 months of wear, 
as comparod with less than three 
months . for “tchariks” made of 
hide. Economy and protection 
from winter dampness have given 
the new footwear universal popu- 
larity among the Macedonian pea- 
aunts and: villagors.. The demand 
js so great that the local supply 
is insufficient, and the imports of 
used casings mount to 50,000 a 
year. Each ‘easing yields three 
pairs of shocs, selling for about 
2/6 a pair. The imports come 
from France, and a generous pro- 
portion of the old tyres thus 
brought in’ finds’ use on motor 
vehicles before reaching the shoe 
fnetory. In’ Mexico, also, there is 
widespread use‘of old tyres for 
footwear..

As regards the Indian, the In- 
spector found’ that the Sergeant 
had no grounds to bring a charge 
of resisting scarch against Yeung, 
and he told the Indian so, 

After evidence had been given 
by the two men who were with the 
complainant in Cheung Chau on 
August 1, the hearing waa ad- 
journed until Monday morning.
